WRECK CATCHES FIRE. 


Items o f interest Picked Up fro m Va­ 
rio us So urces fo r the Benefit 
o f Demo crat Readers. 


The Chesapeake and Nashv ille 
train which left Gallatin, Tenn., 
last Saturday ev ening fo r Sco tts- 
v ille, Ky ., was wrecked at a po int 
sev enteen miles east o f Gallatin. 
T w o liv es are believ ed to hav e been 
lo st, sev eral perso ns receiv ed inju­ 
ries o f a serio us nature, and the 
damag e do ne to the railro ad pro p­ 
erty is larg e. 
The train co nsisted o f six cars, 
three o f which co ntained freig ht. 
While the trestle between Bledso e 
and West Mo reland was being 
cro ssed a po rtio n o f the structure 
g av e way and the train fell 6 0 feet 
to the g ro und. 
The eng ine had 
passed o v er 
when the cars tumbled in a heap 
with a terrific crash and carried the 
eng ine with them. 
There were 
sev eral 
passeng ers o n 
bo ard the 
train, and mo st o f them were in­ 
jured. 
A s quickly as po ssible info rma­ 
tio n o f the accident was sent to 
Gallatin and Nashv ille,

carry ing phy sicians was sent to the 
scene.
